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DECLARATORY  RESOLUTION  No.  777  - 1947 


For  the  vacation  of  the  alley  between  Pennsylvania  Street  and  Me  Donald  Street 
from  Warren  Street  to  Summer  Street. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana  that 
it  is  desired  end  deemed  necessary  to  vacate  the  alley  between  Pennsylvania  Street 
and  Me  Donald  Street  from  Warren  Street  to  Summer  Street. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  alley  vacation  as  above  described  now 
on  file  in  the  Office  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 
Indiana. 

The  vacation  of  the  alley  as  above  described  shall  however  be  subject  to  an 
easement  for  the  use  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  and  other  public  utilities  for  the 
construction  and  maintenance  of  sewers,  wter  mains,  electric  pole  lines  and  conduits, 
telephone  and  telegraph  poles  and  conduits. 

The  cost  of  the  said  vacation  as  above  described  shall  be  assessed  against 
the  property  owners  beneficially  affected  thereby. 

The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  ar  beneficially  affected  by  the  proposed 
vacation  as  above  described,  is  described  as  follows:  lots  numbered  114,  115,  116,  117, 
118,  119,  134,  135,  136,  137,  138,  and  139,  in  Vordermark's  Addition  to  the  City  of 
Fort  Wayne,  Indiana. 

All  according  to  the  method  and  manner  provided  for  in  an  act  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana  entitled,  "An  Act  Concerning  Municipal  Corporations", 
approved  March  6,  1905  and  the  provisions  of  all  acts  amendatory  thereto  and  supple- 
mental thereof,  including  the  right  to  bond  assessments  as  in  said  law  ordered.
